Roads flying the German man of war 
flag, with a German prize crew of 22 
men,

She had been only four days 
out of Dakar when she was captured. 
The Appam brought her original pas­ 
sengers and 138 persons said to have 
been picked up from other v e sse l by 
the Germans. 
Four 
injured passen­ 
gers on board wrere said to have been 
Taken from a British ship bound from 
Australia. About 450 persons, includ­ 
ing passengers and crew, are aboard 
the ship. 
The Appam W'as captured, accord­ 
ing to her officers, by a submarine a

sunk a British steamer. The persons 
on board the Appam are divided as

Brussels, Feb. I.—The steps taken 


by the German governor general, Von 


Bissing, to cor vert the University of 


Ghent into a Flemish institution meets 


along cherished wish of the Flemish 


population of Belgium. 
As early as 1810, or only a decade 
after Belgium was 
separated 
from 
Holland, a resolution was introduced 
in the Belgian parliament for the es­ 
tablishment of a Flemish university. 
Nothing came of this first attempt, 
but the movement 
never 
subsided. 
Four years ago it gained such force 
that three Flemish members of the 
chamber, representing 
each 
of 
the 
three political parties, united in offer­ 
ing a resolution calling for a Flemish 
university. Opponents of the measure 
argued that the Flemish language was 
not adapted to teaching scientific and 
high literary courses, as the Flemish I 
people were without a literature of 
their own, and even such prominent 
Flemings as Maeterlinck 
and 
Ver- 
haeren wrere among those whose in­ 
fluence was brought against the prop­ 
osition. 
T\ie 
political 
economist, 
Lodewyk de Itaet, who has died since 
the war began, argued, however, that 
the backwardness of the Flemings in 
social and political development was 
due precisely to the fact that they had 
been without a university where they 
might study in their own language. 
Finally theso-called Flemish Volks- 
raad (people’s council) appointjd a 
committee to draw' up a plan for trans­ 
forming Ghent into a Flemish institu­ 
tion, and it adopted de Raet’s plan, 
he himself being a member 
of 
the 
commission. 
This plan received tho 
united endorsement of all the Flemish 
organizations of the country; and tho 
university question became an issue 
in the elections held in the first half 
of 1914 for part of the members of the 
chamber. This issue finally became so 
acute that the premier, M. de Broque- 
ville, himself representing a Fleming 
constituency, 
felt 
the 
necessity of 
making a concession to it; he prom­ 
ised that the government would take 
into consideration 
the 
question 
of 
adopting Flemish at Ghent in some 
form. 
Of course, the outbreak of the 
war left the whole matter in a state 
of suspension.

Sir George Scott Robertson, Deceased 
W a s Hero of Indian War. 
Doctors Agree On 
Eczema Remedy 
London, Feb. I.—Sir George Scott 
Robertson, the member of parliament 
whose death has been announced, was 
the most talked-about 
man 
in 
the 
British empire twenty-one years ago, 
when he was the principal figure in 
the siege of Chitral. 
Robertson’s 
campaigning 
experi­ 
ences began immediately 
upon 
his 
joining the Indian medical service in 
1878, after finishing his medical train­ 
ing in London. 
He saw fighting in 
the Afghan war of 1879-80 and for the 
eight years following worked in the 
various districts of India as a civil 
surgeon. 
He was then transferred to 
duty on the Kashmir frontier. 
Be­ 
cause of his success in dealing diplo­ 
matically with the tribesmen, he was 
made chief political officer with the 
Hunza-Naga expedition of 1891-92. Af­ 
terward 
he 
undertook a mission to 
Gor, and had a narrow escape when 
besieged by the natives. 
These little wars attracted no at­ 
tention in the world at large and Dr. 
Robertson was unknown to Chitral, at 
the extremity of the tribal country 
over which the government of India 
exercises its influence. 
His instruc­ 
tions were to control the external af­ 
fairs of Chitral in a direction friendly 
to British interests. 
War now broke out in Chitra! with 
the murder of its potentate as the re­ 
sult of the ambitious projects of Umra 
Khan. 
Robertson, with 
his 
British 
and Sikh force of 543 men, including 
137 non-combattants, 
were 
besieged 
between March 4 and April 20, 1895, 
when relief was effected by a British 
expedition after great hardship. 
Rob­ 
ertson 
was 
severely wounded. 
But 
the gallantry and determination 
of 
himself and his force, so necessary for 
the maintenance of British prestige, 
won him fame and honors. 
He later 
returned to England and entered par­ 
liament.

Cuba Is Making Another Bid for the 
Olympic Games fcr 1916-*- 
New Football Rules. 
Soon. 


New York, Feb. I.— Yale university 
alumni in general and football fol­ 
lowers in particular, are confidently 
awaiting the formal 
announcement 
that T. A. D. Jones has been appoint­ 
ed head football coach for a term of 
several years. 
According 
to 
those 
who have their ear to 
the 
ground, 
Jones has been the 
choice 
of 
the 
nominating committee from the first 
moment that it became apparent Dr. 
A. L. Sharpe could not be pried away 
from Cornell. 
There was consider­ 
able delay, however, in reaching the 
terms of the general agreement, which 
included a radical change in many 
minor details of the 
present 
Yale 
football system. 
It is reported that the committee 
has worked out a system which will 
require the presence 
of 
the 
head 
coach at New Haven for the entire 
scholastic year with close attention 
given to the 
physical 
and 
mental 
training of the football candidates for 
a similar period. 
The slump in Yale 
football is laid in part to laxity in 
duty and the interference by frater­ 
nities in 
athletics. 
The 
conditions 
will be remedied with Hie advent of 
Jones, who will have Mike Sw'eenev 
as advisor in physical 
matters 
and 
W alter ( ’amp as mentor in such foot­ 
ball situations as may require diplo­ 
matic and strategical handling. 
Jones will return to his Alma Mater 
with an excellent record as football 
coach at other institutions. 
His first 
efforts in this direction were at Ohio 
state college and while he did noth­ 
ing remarkable in the middle west, 
he laid the foundation of 
a

when 
he

Academy. 
W hile a student at Yale, Jones was

should cherish the notion that a party 


can live on its past alone. Not that the 


past is without value—far from that. 


A political party should be able to 


say it was not ashamed of its past or 


blush to review' it. 
As an organized 
means of public service a party is 
entitled 
to 
be 
proud (if it can be 
proud) of its past 
service, 
chiefly, 
however, as an argument in favor of 
the assurance of public service yet to 
come—as a sign, a token that the 
heart of it is sound, that it is w'orthy 
of trust, that its heart beats are in 
tune 
with 
good citizenship and its 
public promises are bravely kept in 
the uttermost good faith, whether it 
be in stress or whether it be in calm. 
Let me tell you, my friends, with all 
my heart I believe 
the 
republican 
party is entitled to live and that it 
will live because it does not deserve 
to die. 
It may make mistakes; it has 
made them, but there are those of us 
who with all our souls believe that in 
the main it has kept the faith and its 
hands have been kept warm at the 
fire of humanity. 
If our history teaches any lesson at 
all, it is that there should be two 
main parties. 
The logic of the thing 
and good government itself in a free 
country seem to require that there 
should be two main parties; the one 
vigilantly watching the 
other, 
each 
able to take over governmental af­ 
fairs and administer them on a plan 
of efficiency.

If I read the signs aright, the m a­ 
jority of the people of Missouri pro­ 
foundly believe that 
the 
party 
in 
power in this state needs to be taught 
at the polls (I put it mildly) the sweet 
need of humility 
and 
adversity. 
It 
looks in Missouri as if our democratic 
friends have ridden fast and far to­ 
wards a fall at the next election. No 
one need mourn over this fact; for 
it will do the party good to be sound­ 
ly beaten. 
It will do Missouri good 
to go republican. 
But let us not de­ 
ceive ourselves, it will not go repub­ 
lican unless w'e take ourselves seri­ 
ously. 
We must so conduct ourselves 
that men may see w'e have the welfare 
of the state at heart, and, that with 
one accord, with might and main, we 
are setting ourselves to the task of 
doing good to the state in the most 
exacting sense. 
The task is a great 
one, for state affairs are in a bad 
way, and a majority of Missourians 
have come to believe: 
That w'e need a change. 
That there has been a waste of 
money, and our taxes have been ex­ 
travagantly frittered away. 
That there have been 
loose 
and 
reckless appropriations, 
beyond 
our 
ability to pay. 
That public money was profligately 
squandered on unnecessary expenses 
of legislation. 
That the funds of our state, a state 
jealous of its financial honor, have 
been disarranged. 
That great deficiency bills are com­ 
ing and cannot be prevented by any 
belated streak of executive pow'er. 
That the overhead cost of some of 
our activities are out of all proportion 
to results obtained. 
That, it was 
a 
pity, 
in order to 
make ends meet, it was thought nec­ 
essary to take 
over 
three hundred 
thousand dollars 
of 
the money be­ 
longing to our school children and di­ 
vert it to other purposes—an attempt 
contrary to usage and only prevented 
by the strong hand of the law'. 
A majority of the people have look­ 
ed w'ith regret on the fact that the 
penitentiary has

been divorced 
from partisan politics, and that the 
chief executive officer is at cne and

IRISH

FRONT IN FLANDERS HAS 
W RITTEN FRIENDS. 


ONE NEVER KNOWS WHAT IT WILL DO 


Throwing of 
Explosives 
is 
an Art 
That is Still in Its Infancy, But 
is Developing Every Day, 
the Writer Says. 


London, Feb. I.—“A bomb is like a 


woman—you can never 
tell what it 
is going to do next,” writes an Irish 
officer 
from 
the 
British 
front 
in 
Flanders. He has been 
engaged for 
several weeks in experimenting with 
bombs 
and 
various 
new' 
Tangled 
bomb-throwing devices. 
I he more one 
has 
to 
do 
with 
bombs the more afraid one becomes 
of them,” he continues, “for one can 
not play with explosives all day with­ 
out going aloft some time, and the 
toll of good men 
who 
have 
been 
blown to pieces by their own bombs 
is both long and sad. 
“Bomb-throwing as an 
art is still 
in its infancy, changing almost from 
day to day, and what state of devel­ 
opment or perfection 
it 
will have 
roached before the 
end 
of the war 
can not be guessed. At best it is a 
fiendish way of fighting, for its inju­ 
ries are ever of the ghastliest. 
“Yet bombing, like most other as­ 
pects of the w'ar, has 
its humorous 
side, and I have see a whole trench 
helpless with laughter at the sight of 
two men running opposite w'ays 
to 
avoid a sausage bomb they had spot­ 
ted sailing 
over 
from 
a 
German 
trench mortar. They collided and sat 
down facing each other 
like vaude­ 
ville comedians. 
The bomb dropped 
in the middle almost touching them 
both, and completely 
failed 
to ex­ 
plode.. 
“One 
morning 
twenty 
or 
more 
members of the 
general 
staff came 
around to our 
trench to witness a 
test of a new 
catapult arrangement 
for throwing bombs 
to the consider­ 
able distance of 
250 
yards. 
With 
great 
interest 
they 
watched 
the 
screwing down of the great arm, and 
the placing and securing of the bomb 
in position. 
Then upwards and for­ 
wards swung the arm, but 
the mis­ 
sile, insteading of hurtling in the di­ 
rection of the enemy, rose gently a 
few feet in the air, not having been 
properly secured, and then prepared 
to descend again to earth. 
Such a 
rapid and 
complete self-effacement 
of staff 
officers 
had 
never 
before 
been seen; they fled like rabbits, and 
as they rounded 
the 
corner of the 
trench the bomb went off a few feet 
from the ground, completely destroy­ 
ing the new' catapult.”

BISHOP OF LONDON'S POSITION 


Young Ministers Anxious for Service 
May Do Relief Work. 


London, Feb. I.—Although the bis­ 
hop of London has not seen his way 
clear to set aside the 
rule 
of 
his 
church against combatant service for 
the younger clergy, he has told a del­ 
egation of militant curates who called 
on him that he would do all he could 
toward enabling 
them 
to 
become 
chaplains and stretcher hearers. 
Over a 'thousand curates, who in 
lay life would be eligible for military 
service, signed a petition to the bis­ 
hop, asking that they be allowed to 
put on khaki and fight. 
They claim­ 
ed that the defense of a cause that 
they devoutly believed to be righteous 
against one they though evil was in 
accord with the teachings of Chris­ 
tianity and the Anglican church. 
All of the Anglican bishops, includ­ 
ing the archbishop 
of 
Canterbury, 
have been opposed from the start to 
the enlistment of the young clergy 
in the fighting ranks. But the feeling 
of the mass of the young clergymen 
is strongly inclined toward military 
service. 
Many clergymen of the non­ 
conformist sects, such as Piesbvtor- 
ians, Congregationalists and 
Metho­ 
dists, have gone into the ranks and 
accepted commissions.
